TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  SANITARY 
COMMITTEE  OF  THE  COUNTY  BOROUGH  OF  WEST 
BROMWICH. 

Gentlemen, 

I  present  herewith  my  seventh  Annual  Report  upon  the  health 
and  sanitary  condition  of  the  Borough. 

It  is  difficult  from  year  to  year  to  point  to  the  effect  of  this  or 
that  improvement  and  to  say  that  it  is  to  any  special  cause  that 
diminished  mortality  or  sickness  is  due. 

Since  the  issue  of  my  last  report  I  have  further  pursued  invest¬ 
igations  into  the  past  mortality  from  Typhoid  Fever  here  and  else¬ 
where,  and  its  connection  with  the  prevalence  of  the  midden  system  ; 
as  was  shown  in  my  last  Annual  Report  there  has  been  a  steady 
decline  in  the  mortality  from  Typhoid  Fever  since  the  disease  was 
first  registered  in  1869  as  a  separate  cause  of  death. 

The  importance  of  such  a  system  as  will  compel  the  frequent 
and  ready  removal  of  all  refuse  from  the  neighbourhood  of  dwelling 
houses  has  frequently  been  insisted  upon  in  my  reports  and  it  is  a 
matter  for  congratulation  that  considerable  progress  is  made  in  this 
direction  year  by  year. 

In  dealing  with  epidemic  disease  among  children  attending 
elementary  schools,  I  have  found  much  good  result  from  the  period¬ 
ical  inspection  of  schools,  among  the  children  of  which  cases  had 
been  reported.  The  operation  of  the  clause  which  enables  me  to 
direct  the  temporary  detention  of  children  from  school,  has  saved 
schools  from  being  closed  without  any  material  loss  of  grant 
resulting. 

The  thanks  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  myself  are  due  to  the 
Committee  for  enabling  us  to  visit  the  Health  Conference  held  in 
September  at  Newcastle-upon-Tyne  :  nothing  is  more  valuable  for 
administrative  work  than  a  knowledge  of  the  difficulties  which  others 
have  surmounted,  and  the  opportunities  of  intercourse  between  men 
holding  similar  appointments  frequently  assist  them  in  their  duties. 

The  figures  presented  are  set  out  in  the  usual  manner  and  the 
reports  of  the  work  done  by  all  the  officers  of  the  Sanitary  Com¬ 
mittee  are  appended. 
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I  — VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Owing  to  the  lapse  of  time  since  the  last  Census  the  correct 
estimation  of  the  increase  in  the  population  becomes  more  difficult, 
I  have  therefore  decided  to  leave  the  figures  as  they  stood  last  year 
as  I  have  reason  to  think  that  any  increment  has  been  compensated 
for  by  migration.  The  area,  though  still  unchanged,  is  likely  in  the 
coming  year  to  be  slightly  increased  by  the  addition  of  seven  houses 
and  a  piece  of  land  now  forming  part  of  Smethwick. 

The  annual  number  of  births  continues  to  decrease  ;  in  1896 
there  were  registered  2,198,  being  equal  to  a  birth-rate  of  34 -9  per 
1,000  of  the  population;  the  average  rate  for  the  preceding  ten 
years  is  37 T.  This  is  far  the  lowest  birth-rate  yet  recorded  for 
West  Bromwich. 

One  thousand  three  hundred  and  fifty  persons  died  in  West 
Bromwich  during  the  past  year,  and  represent  a  death-rate  of  21 T 
per  1,000;  some  allowance  must  however  be  made  for  the  existence 
of  a  Union  Workhouse  and  a  Hospital  to  which  numbers  are 
admitted  who  do  not  count  among  our  own  population ;  the  rate 
corrected  for  these  deaths  amounts  only  to  19*2,  the  corrected 
average  for  the  past  ten  years  being  19'8. 

The  total  is  composed  as  follows  : —

In  1896,  399  children  died 

before  arriving  at  their  first 

birthday,  which  means  that  189  died  out  of  every  1,000  born  in 
West  Bromwich  ;  the  average  for  the  past  ten  years  is  171 '7  so  that 
in  this  respect  at  least  we  are  progressing  backwards. 

We  have  unfortunately  been  visited  this  year  more  severely 
than  usual  by  Zymotic  diseases  incident  to  child-life,  and  to  this 
the  increase  of  infantile  deaths  is  partly  due.  I  shall  speak  more 
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particularly  of  this  under  the  heading  of  Zymotic  diseases  and  their 
prevention. 

The  total  number  of  children  who  died  under  five  years  of  age 
was  647  :  considerably  in  excess  of  the  figures  for  the  last  two  years 
but  below  those  of  1893.  Taking  the  deaths  belonging  to  other 
towns  into  consideration,  this  represents  more  than  half  the  total 
deaths  belonging  to  the  people  of  West  Bromwich. 

The  usual  tables  are  appended  for  purposes  of  comparison. 
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II.  -SANITARY  WORK. 

In  the  report  addressed  by  Dr.  G.  S.  Buchanan  to  the  Local 
Government  Board  as  the  result  of  his  visit  to  West  Bromwich,  a 
number  of  recommendations  are  made  for  the  guidance  of  the  Town 
Council  and  during  the  past  year  these  have  largely  occupied  the 
attention  of  the  Sanitary  Department. 

1. — Houses  unfit  for  Human  Habitation. 

During  the  past  year  21  houses  have  been  brought  before  the 
notice  of  the  Committee  but  no  legal  proceedings  have  been  found 
necessary  until  the  close  of  the  year,  and  it  is  still  to  be  hoped  that 
the  owners  will  comply  with  the  notice  issued. 

It  should  however  be  noted  that  the  class  of  houses  now  being 
erected  is  superior  to  those  hitherto  in  use  and  that  large  numbers 
of  old  houses  are  yearly  becoming  void  or  being  pulled  down. 

2. — Drains  improperly  Constructed. 

The  Inspector’s  remarks  appear  to  have  been  especially  directed 
against  the  system  of  open  drainage  which  existed  previous  to  the 
sewering  of  the  town.  The  efforts  of  the  Corporation  to  insist  upon 
the  provision  of  covered  drains  in  connection  with  the  new  sewers, 
has  been  impeded  by  two  causes  which  do  not  seem  to  have  been 
fully  realized  by  Dr.  Buchanan  ;  1. — When  the  Council  entered 
themselves  upon  properties,  and  replaced  the  open  drains  by  covered 
ones,  their  first  attempt  to  recover  the  cost  ended  in  defeat,  with  the 
result  of  putting  an  entirely  different  complexion  upon  the  house 
drainage  of  the  town.  2.— So  many  houses  in  this  town  possess 
common  curtilages  that  the  question  of  drain  or  sewer  assumed  an 
importance  which  has  opened  the  eyes  of  other  places  to  the  legal 
difficulties  attending  this  question  and  subsequent  Acts  of  Parlia¬ 
ment  have  not  so  far  removed  the  difficulty.  This,  I  presume,  is 
what  Dr.  Buchanan  means  by  “  obstacles  in  legal  procedure  that 
do  not  appear  to  have  been  insurmountable  ”  ;  I  am  content  to  accept 
the  opinion  of  the  Town  Clerk  as  to  the  insurmountability. 

3. — Yard  Paving. 

The  attention  of  the  property  owners  has  been  regularly  called 
to  the  necessity  of  proceeding  with  this  very  obvious  improvement 
and  much  has  been  done  during  the  year. 

4. — The  Amendment  of  the  Privy  System. 

There  appears  from  the  report  in  question  to  have  existed  in 
the  mind  of  the  Inspector  a  grave  misapprehension  as  to  the 


character  and  amount  of  the  work  being  done  in  this  direction  in 
West  Bromwich.  He  states  that  at  the  time  of  his  visit  there  were 
not  more  than  500  closets  on  the  water-carriage  system  including 
slop-water-closets.  The  facts  of  the  case  at  the  present  time  are 
these  : — 

The  town  contains  12,700  houses  of  which  about  1,500  are  in 
those  parts  of  the  borough  which  it  has  hitherto  been  found 
impossible  to  sewer  and  there  are  also  a  fair  number  of  houses 
situated  in  quite  rural  portions  leaving  about  11,000  houses  to  be 
considered.  The  connection  of  closets  with  the  newly-laid  sewers 
and  the  conversion  of  privy  middens  to  the  water-carriage  system 
commenced  in  1890,  and  the  rate  of  progress  has  been  as  shown  in 
the  table  here  appended. 

Number  of  water-closets  and  slop-water-closets  in  the  borough 
on  December  31st  in  each  year  : — 
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giving  a  complete  total  up  to  the  end  of  last  year  of  2,324  closets 
connected  with  the  sewers. 


5.  — The  Inspectorial  staff  has  been  re-arranged  by  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  an  additional  Inspector  in  the  person  of  A.  Sheppard  who 
has  for  some  years  been  engaged  in  the  office,  and  who  is  thoroughly 
conversant  with  the  duties  and  with  the  town.  He  is  at  present  too 
young  to  sit  for  his  certificate,  but  will  do  so  at  the  earliest  oppor¬ 
tunity.  The  town  is  evenly  divided  between  the  two  sub-inspectors, 
thus  leaving  the  Chief  Inspector  more  at  liberty  to  devote  his  atten¬ 
tion  to  nuisances,  and  relieving  him  from  much  routine  re-inspection. 

6.  — The  hospital  has  been  enlarged  by  the  provision  of  40 
extra  beds,  and  is  now  equal  to  any  ordinary  demands  for  the  admis¬ 
sion  of  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever. 

7.  — The  Sanitary  Committee  has  adopted  the  Model  Bye-laws 
for  slaughter-houses  and  common  lodging-houses,  and  further 
additions  are  now  under  consideration. 
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Infectious  Diseases. 

Five  hundred  and  eight  eases  have  been  notified  to  me  under 
the  Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act ;  and  include  Scarlet  Fever, 
320  ;  Typhoid  Fever,  85  ;  Diphtheria,  27  ;  Croup,  7  ;  Puerperal 
Fever,  2  ;  Continued  Fever,  1  ;  and  Erysipelas,  66. 

Scarlet  Fever  has  unfortunately  been  epidemic  during  the  whole 
year.  There  were  220  houses  infected,  including  the  District  Hos¬ 
pital  and  the  Wigmore  Schools,  which  contributed  four  and  nine 
cases  respectively.  The  commencement  of  the  year  was  marked  by 
a  severe  outbreak  in  the  Hill  Top  District,  where  upwards  of  80 
cases  were  reported  in  six  weeks ;  after  the  1st  of  April  the  same 
district  only  yielded  12  cases.  It  is  worthy  of  notice  that  this  year 
the  S.W.  portion  of  the  Borough  almost  entirely  escaped,  the  most 
exempt  parts  being  the  Lyng  district  and  Spon  Lane  Ward. 

The  number  of  cases  removed  to  the  Hospital  was  207,  sixty- 
four  of  which  were  under  five  years  of  age.  Several  cases  occurred 
in  houses  where  complete  isolation  could  be  carried  out,  and  in  no 
case  was  there  any  serious  objection  to  the  removal  of  the  child 
where  isolation  was  not  practicable. 

A  certain  number  of  second  cases  arose  in  houses  from  which 
cases  had  been  removed  or  after  the  return  of  children  from  the 
hospital ;  careful  inquiry  was  made  into  the  causes  of  this,  and  it 
is  possible  that  in  one  or  two  cases  the  returning  child,  though  to  all 
appearances  perfectly  free  from  desquamation  still  retained  the  power 
of  infecting  others  ;  it  may  however  be  remarked  that  even  in  cases 
where  the  child  was  not  removed  to  Hospital,  secondary  cases 
appeared  at  an  interval  of  seven  or  eight  weeks  probably  from  the 
use  of  infected  clothes,  toys,  etc. 

The  occurrence  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  the  wards  of  the  District 
Hospital  was  a  source  of  considerable  anxiety  to  the  officers  of  that 
Institution  and  to  myself,  but  no  ill  results  followed  the  removal  of 
any  of  the  surgical  cases.  The  closing  of  the  ward,  followed  by  its 
thorough  disinfection  and  the  prohibition  of  visiting,  successfully 
stamped  out  the  disease. 

I  append  a  complete  table  of  the  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  for 
reference  showing  the  date  of  the  first  case  and  the  occurrence  of 
secondary  cases  as  they  arose. 

Eighty-five  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  were  reported  against  an 
average  of  79  for  the  past  six  years.  It  was  found  necessary  to 
remove  five  of  these  to  the  Hospital,  one  of  which  proved  fatal. 
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The  total  mortality  from  Typhoid  Fever  amounted  to  18  including 
the  ease  in  Hospital.  This  is  identical  with  the  number  for  1895, 
and  slightly  in  excess  of  the  average  of  recent  years. 

The  remaining  notifications  call  for  no  special  comment. 

The  Borough  Hospital. 

The  number  of  cases  admitted  to  the  Hospital  during  the  year 
has  considerably  exceeded  any  previous  number.  Ho  less  than  400 
were  treated  between  January  1st  and  December  31st,  1896. 

With  the  exception  of  the  five  cases  of  Typhoid  already  alluded 
to,  the  whole  of  the  patients  suffered  from  Scarlet  Fever  ;  of  these 
207  arose  within  the  Borough,  and  188  were  admitted  from  the 
neighbouring  districts.  The  number  of  deaths  from  Scarlet  Fever 
was  fifteen,  i.e.,  at  the  rate  of  3-7  per  cent,  cases  admitted.  In  the 
Borough  generally,  including  cases  removed  the  case  mortality  was 
10  per  cent,  exactly  and  excluding  the  Hospital  returns  amounted  to 
as  much  as  21  *2  per  cent.  Exactly  half  the  deaths  outside  occurred 
in  the  Hill  Top  outbreak  in  which  the  character  of  the  disease  was 
exceptionally  severe. 

The  provision  of  an  efficient  apparatus  for  disinfection  is  still 
under  consideration,  and  during  the  year  I  have  visited  and  inspected 
the  various  machines  now  in  use  elsewhere  ;  as  a  result  of  this 
inspection  I  have  concluded  to  recommend  the  Hospital  Committee 
to  inspect  for  themselves  the  “  Equifex  ”  high  pressure  machine  as 
recently  introduced  into  the  Brook  Hospital  of  the  London  County 
Council,  the  Vestry  of  Lambeth  and  other  places.  Although 
perhaps  slightly  more  expensive  than  the  low  pressure  machines  it 
is  of  a  very  durable  character  and  may  be  relied  upon  to  produce 
results  of  a  more  accurate  nature.  The  present  hot  air  chamber 
is  expensive  and  absolutely  useless. 

W  ORKSHOPS. 

The  workshops  of  the  Borough  have  been  under  regular  super¬ 
vision  during  the  year;  and  there  are  now  on  the  register  165  as  against 
124  a  year  ago.  In  addition  to  these  there  are  48  registered  Bake¬ 
houses  making  a  total  of  213  shops  requiring  inspection.  The  chief 
point  to  which  it  has  been  necessary  to  direct  the  attention  of  the 
occupiers,  has  been  the  provision  of  adequate  and  separate  privy 
accommodation  in  those  cases  in  which  both  sexes  are  employed. 
This  has  been  particularly  necessary  in  the  case  of  breeze-washing

upon  the  canal  banks  though  it  is  more  than  doubtful  whether  the 
female  workers  will  use  the  accommodation  provided. 

I  have  been  in  frequent  communication  with  Her  Majesty’s 
Inspector  of  Factories  and  every  effort  has  been  made  to  carry  out 
any  suggestion  which  has  fallen  from  him. 

I  am  endeavouring  as  rapidly  as  possible  to  induce  the  owners 
of  this  class  of  premises  to  put  in  proper  closets  in  the  place  of 
privy-middens. 

General  Work  of  the  Department. 

I  would  particularly  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  figures  given 
in  the  Inspector’s  Report  showing  the  quantity  and  nature  of  the 
work  done. 

The  two  cases  in  which  the  bodies  were  removed  to  the 
Mortuary  were  cases  in  which  the  houses  in  which  they  lay  were 
so  overcrowded  as  to  be  dangerous  to  health.  In  each  case  I 
obtained  an  order  from  a  Magistrate  after  giving  the  occupiers 
notice  that  it  was  my  intention  to  do  so. 

The  permission  accorded  to  me  by  the  Committee  to  burn 
infected  clothing  in  exceptional  cases  has  been  a  very  valuable  one 
and  I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  the  small  sum  expended  in 
compensation  has  not  been  wasted.  In  Typhoid  Fever  especially 
it  happens  that  the  bedding,  etc.,  is  so  soiled  and  saturated  that 
nothing  short  of  complete  destruction  is  of"  any  use. 

Every  attention  has  been  given  to  the  food  supply  of  the 
Borough  both  by  the  Inspectors  and  myself ;  although  from  time  to 
time  meat  of  an  inferior  quality  has  come  under  my  notice,  I  do  not 
believe  that  any  diseased  meat  has  been  sent  into  the  town.  The 
fish  supply  is  plentiful  and  cheap,  and  as  far  as  I  have  been  able  to 
judge,  of  a  fair  quality. 

In  conclusion  it  gives  me  much  pleasure  to  report  that  the  work 
of  the  department  is  now  carried  on  with  very  little  friction,  and 
that  the  townspeople  are  most  ready  to  meet  the  officials  in  any 
reasonable  request.  The  notification  and  prevention  of  infectious 
disease  is  loyally  seconded  by  the  members  of  the  medical  profession 
who  give  me  every  assistance  in  stamping  out  any  epidemic  which 
appears. 

The  resignation  of  Mr.  John  Manley  from  his  position  as  Poor 
Law  Medical  Officer  has  released  me  from  a  considerable  portion  of

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SANITARY  INSPECTOR'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Sanitary  Committee. 
Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  second  Annual  Report  upon  the 
work  done  in  the  department  under  my  control,  including  the  super¬ 
vision  of  the  refuse  removal,  during  the  year  1896. 

I  have  exerted  my  utmost  endeavours  to  bring  about  improve- 
* 

ments  in  the  less  sanitary  parts  of  the  Borough  and  venture  to  think 
that  my  efforts  have  been  successful,  as  will  be  seen  from  the 
statistical  table  which  accompanies  this  report,  showing  that  .con¬ 
siderable  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year. 

Since  the  appointment  of  the  second  Assistant  Inspector  in 
July  last,  the  Borough  has  been  divided  into  two  districts,  each 
worked  by  an  assistant,  who  reports  daily  in  his  diary  any  nuisances, 
etc.,  coming  under  his  notice  and  the  action  taken  by  him  for  the 
abatement  of  the  same  ;  this  has  very  considerably  increased  my 
work  in  keeping  fully  in  touch  with  both  assistants,  and  has  also 
increased  the  clerical  work  in  the  office. 

A  considerable  amount  of  work  has  been  done  by  this  extra 
inspection,  and  both  assistants  have  worked  very  satisfactorily  ; 
house  to  house  inspections  have  been  regularly  carried  out  during 
the  half-year,  and  393  houses  have  been  inspected  and  any  defects 
perceived  therein  immediately  remedied.  During  the  year  1897 
this  inspection  will  be  carried  out  in  a  systematic  manner  in  both 
districts,  when  I  hope  by  the  end  of  the  year  a  great  portion  of  the 
small  cottage  property  will  be  put  in  a  sanitary  condition. 

I  have  followed  out  as  far  as  possible  the  rule  laid  down  in  my 
first  year,  of  approaching  owners  and  agents  of  property  and  putting- 
before  them  my  suggestions  with  reference  to  sanitary  improvements 
in  their  properties,  and  I  have  invariably  met  with  the  greatest 
courtesy  and  respect,  and  in  most  cases  my  suggestions  have  been 
carried  out. 

In  this  way  a  large  amount  of  work  has  been  voluntarily  carried 
out  (especially  in  the  abolition  of  the  privy  midden  system)  which 
I  cannot  set  before  you  in  a  statistical  table. 

During  the  year  I  have  issued  949  preliminary  notices,  and  129 
statutory  notices  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances,  besides  which,  a 
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very  large  number  of  letters  and  subsidiary  notices  have  been  sent 
out  from  the  office.  At  two  of  the  Board  Schools  much-needed 
sanitary  improvements  have  been  carried  out. 
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Seven  notices  have  been  issued  under  the  Housing  of  the 
Working  Classes  Act,  1890,  and  21  houses  have  been  dealt  with  at 
the  time  of  this  Report,  one  notice  has  not  yet  been  complied  with, 
the  remainder  having  accomplished  their  object. 

Under  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Act  5  notices  have  been 
served,  all  of  which  have  been  complied  with. 

Although  it  was  necessary  to  ask  the  Committee  for  permission 
to  take  proceedings  for  non-compliance  with  notices  upon  six  occa¬ 
sions,  I  am  very  pleased  to  say  that  in  all  cases  the  work  was 
completed  without  having  to  go  into  Court. 

It  is  to  the  interest  of  your  officers  as  far  as  possible  to  avoid 
legal  proceedings,  which  involve  a  great  loss  of  time  and  are  a  cause 
of  friction. 

The  abolition  of  the  privy  middens  in  the  Borough  is  steadily 
on  the  increase,  239  having  been  converted  during  the  past  year, 
and  replaced  by  152  w.c’s.  and  104  s.w.c’s.,  and  the  majority  of 
these  have  been  voluntarily  put  in  without  the  service  of  notice. 

The  portable  dustbins  are  rapidly  increasing,  and  have  gone  up 
from  466  at  the  end  of  1895,  to  690  at  the  end  of  1896,  and  are 
all  collected  weekly.  It  will  be  necessary  in  a  very  short  time  to 
put  on  an  extra  cart  to  deal  with  the  rapid  increase  of  portable 
dustbins. 

During  the  year  I  have  inspected  23  places  where  application 
had  been  made  for  the  sale  of  milk,  and  in  all  cases  I  found  the 
sanitary  arrangements  satisfactory. 

My  duties  with  regard  to  infectious  disease  have  been  very 
heavy  owing  to  an  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever,  which  disease  has 
been  very  prevalent  during  the  past  year. 

I  have  visited  485  cases  of  infectious  diseases,  and  had  423 
rooms  fumigated ;  212  cases  have  been  removed  to  the  Infectious 
Hospital. 

In  three  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  I  have  burned  the  bedding 
and  clothes  by  order  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  owners 
being  subsequently  compensated.  Disinfectants  have  been  freely 
distributed  to  all  infected  houses,  as  well  as  to  the  occupiers  of  other 
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houses  in  the  Borough  requiring  the  same,  and  this  lias  caused  a 
considerable  outlay. 

It  was  found  necessary  on  two  occasions  during  the  year  to 
remove  two  dead  bodies  to  the  Mortuary  by  order  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  the  house  in  both  cases  being  very  much  over¬ 
crowded. 

The  public  urinals,  9  in  number,  have  been  cleansed  daily,  and 
during  the  months  from  March  to  September  have  been  cleansed  on 
Sundays  also  ;  I  should  like  to  call  the  Committee’s  attention  to  the 
necessity  of  providing  the  public  urinals  with  a  perforated  drip 
water  supply,  so  that  the  urinals  may  be  properly  watered  for  two 
or  three  hours  daily,  especially  during  the  summer  months.  There 
are  22  urinals  belonging  to  public  houses  in  the  Borough,  abutting 
on  the  footpaths,  and  none  are  provided  with  a  water  supply,  and 
are  very  offensive  in  warm  weather. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  owners  be  written  to,  requesting  them 
to  provide  a  perforated  water  drip  pipe  or  other  means  of  flushing 
the  urinals  during  the  hot  weather. 

The  48  slaughterhouses  on  the  register  have  received  253  visits, 
and  have  been  kept  clean  and  are  all  in  a  fair  sanitary  condition. 
No  bad  meat  has  been  detected  during  these  visits.  Frequent 
inspections  have  been  made  of  the  shops  in  the  Borough,  and  in  a 
few  cases  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  complain  of  the  food 
exposed  for  sale,  which  was  at  once  removed  on  finding  fault.  On 
one  occasion  only  was  it  found  necessary  to  seize  some  meat  (about 
18  lbs.)  which  was  decomposing  from  being  kept  too  long,  and  at 
my  request  was  immediately  removed  and  burnt.  No  proceedings 
were  taken. 

I  have  frequently  stopped  and  inspected  the  carts  and  barrows 
of  fish  and  fruit  hawkers,  who  are  so  numerous  in  this  Borough,  but 
have  never  been  able  to  declare  any  of  their  wares  unfit  for  food. 

The  bakehouses  in  the  Borough  now  number  48,  and  have 
received  136  visits,  and  all  are  in  a  good  sanitary  state  and  kept 
clean. 

Thirty-four  samples  of  water  have  been  submitted  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  during  the  year.  Twenty-six  wrere  con¬ 
demned,  and  the  owners  when  written  to,  closed  the  wells  and 
provided  tap  water. 

Six  houses  were  found  without  a  water  supply,  and  are  now 
provided  with  tap  water. 
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During  the  past  year  the  whole  of  the  nightsoil  work  of  the 
Borough  has  been  carried  out  by  contractors.  On  three  or  four 
occasions  only  has  it  been  necessary  for  me  to  come  in  conflict  with 
the  contractors,  and  I  believe  an  occasional  reprimand  makes  the 
work  go  on  more  satisfactorily. 

The  work  has  been  carried  out  in  a  steady  and  systematic 
manner  during  the  whole  year,  and  a  considerable  amount  has  been 
done  in  excess  of  other  years. 

I  have  received  no  complaints  of  neglect  in  this  department 
during  the  year,  and  so  regularly  has  the  work  been  done,  that  very 
few  people  now  call  at  the  office  to  register  their  premises  for 
cleansing. 

The  vear  closes  with  40  cases  on  the  book  for  attention.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Sanitary  Committee. 
Gentlemen, 

Herewith  I  beg  to  submit  a  report  of  the  work  carried  out 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  during  the  year  1896. 

I  have  obtained  127  samples  under  the  above  Acts,  consisting 
of  the  following  : — Milk,  54  ;  skim  milk,  5  ;  butter,  26  ;  margarine, 
1  ;  cocoa,  1  ;  coffee,  1  ;  ground  ginger,  1  ;  pepper,  1  ;  whisky,  19  ; 
rum,  4  ;  gin,  2  ;  sweetmeats,  4  ;  glycerine,  1  ;  cream  of  tartar,  1  ; 
tincture  of  iodine,  2  ;  spirits  of  nitrous  ether,  3  ;  compound 
liquorice  powder,  1. 

These  have  been  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst,  who  certified 
84  samples  (66T4  per  cent.)  as  “  Genuine, ”  10  samples  (7*8  per 
cent.)  as  “  Inferior,”  and  33  samples  (26 ’06  per  cent.)  as 
“  Adulterated.” 

In  the  appended  table  I  give  particulars  of  the  nature,  number, 
and  quality  of  the  articles  examined  ;  — 
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Proceedings  have  been  taken  against  the  vendors  of  23  samples, 
all  of  whom  were  convicted,  the  penalties  amounting  to  =£30  2s.  6d., 
and  the  costs  to  £40  11s.  6d.

I  have  the  honour  to  lay  before  you  a  summary  of  the  work 
carried  out  in  your  Borough,  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  during 
the  year  ended  Dec.  31st,  1896. 

The  total  number  of  samples  examined  was  127.  The  whole  of 
these  were  purchased  by  Inspector  Davis  or  his  assistant,  and  sub¬ 
mitted  to  me  for  analysis.  In  the  appended  table,  particulars  as  to 
the  nature  and  quality  of  the  articles  examined  are  given,  and  there 
is  also  a  record  of  the  number  of  prosecutions  and  convictions.

The  number  of  samples  found  to  be  adulterated  is  33,  which 
represents  a  percentage  of  25 '9.  In  the  previous  year  this  figure 
was  only  9 *4,  and  the  large  increase  shown  during  the  past  year, 
makes  the  record  for  1896  a  very  unsatisfactory  one. 

The  1895  Local  Government  Board  Report  on  Food  Adulteration 
for  England  and  Wales,  which  is  the  last  issued,  gives  9'3  as  repres¬ 
enting  the  percentage  of  adulterated  samples  for  the  whole  of  the 
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country,  which  is  a  very  much  lower  figure  than  the  one  I  have 
recorded  for  your  Borough. 

In  23  cases  the  nature  of  the  adulteration  was  deemed  sufficient 
to  justify  proceedings  against  the  vendors,  and  convictions  were 
obtained  in  every  instance.  In  the  remaining  ten  cases,  where  the 
irregularities  were  of  a  slight  nature,  cautionary  letters  were 
addressed  to  the  retailers,  calling  their  attention  to  the  infringement 
of  the  law,  and  warning  them  against  a  repetition  of  the  offence. 

Milk,  being  such  a  universal  article  of  diet,  provided  almost  half 
the  total  number  of  samples  analyzed.  Twelve  samples  were  adulter¬ 
ated,  whilst  9  others  were  of  suspiciously  low  quality,  and  were  classed 
as  inferior,  only  just  passing  the  lenient  standard  adopted  by  public 
analysts.  Judging  from  these  figures,  the  quality  of  the  milk,  as 
supplied  in  your  Borough,  is  susceptible  of  considerable  improve¬ 
ment,  and  in  order  to  effect  this  it  is  desirable  that  it  should  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  the  principal  subject  for  analysis. 

Twenty-five  samples  of  spirits  were  examined,  and  13  or  52  per 
cent,  were  condemned.  The  percentages  of  water  added  beyond 
what  is  permissible  under  the  amended  Act  of  1879  varied  from 
23‘7  to  1*3  per  cent.  In  the  more  serious  cases  the  vendors  were 
prosecuted  and  fined.  Of  the  samples  of  butter  analyzed,  4  con¬ 
tained  only  small  percentages  of  that  article.  In  these  cases  the 
sellers  were  summoned,  and  heavy  penalties  inflicted.  There  is  one 
novel  form  of  adulteration  brought  to  light  in  your  Borough  during 
the  past  year — the  coating  of  sweetmeats  with  paraffin  wax.  Three 
of  the  so-called  chocolate  articles  submitted  to  me  consisted  of  sugar, 
coated  with  paraffin  wax  coloured  to  represent  the  more  expensive 
article.  Paraffin  wax  is  absolutely  indigestible,  and  seeing  that  one 
sample  contained  10  per  cent,  of  this  substance,  the  suppression  of 
such  unwholesome  concoctions  is  very  desirable. 

The  retailers  were  prosecuted,  but  as  the  culpability  rested 
rather  with  the  manufacturers  than  the  small  shop  keepers,  only 
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light  fines  were  inflicted.  One  drug — spirit  of  nitrous  ether— was 
found  to  be  deficient  of  75  per  cent,  of  its  active  principle,  and 
formed  the  subject  of  proceedings,  the  vendor  being  penalized. 

I  have  also  analyzed  ten  samples  of  water  forwarded  to  me  by 
your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Dr.  Herbert  Manley.,  Nine  of  these 
afforded  conclusive  evidence  of  pollution,  and  were  accordingly  con¬ 
demned,  whilst  the  tenth  one  was  of  a  somewhat  doubtful  character.

REPORT  OF  THE 

INSPECTOR  OF  CANAL  CABIN  BOATS 

FOR  THE 

BOROUGH  OF  WEST  BROMWICH, 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1896. 

Arrangements  for  the  Inspection  of  Canal  Cabin  Boats. 

1.  The  Inspector  visits  the  Canals  comprised  in  the  Borough 
upon  any  day  he  thinks  fit,  and  inspects  all  Boats  necessary.  His 
remuneration  is  <£25  per  annum. 

2.  The  number  of  Boats  inspected  during  the  year  was  179. 

The  beneficial  influence  resulting  from  the  frequent  inspection 
of  Boats  throughout  the  Canal  system  continues  to  be  most  marked 
and  useful  both  as  regards  the  observance  of  the  Acts  and  Regula¬ 
tions  and  also  in  the  general  state  of  cleanliness  and  appearance  of 
the  Cabins,  and,  as  I  have  before  observed,  in  the  healthiness  of  the 
Boat  population  as  compared  with  other  sections  of  the  working 
class  community ;  but  when  you  come  to  the  question  of  the  educa¬ 
tion  of  the  children,  1  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  they  would  be 
much  better  out  of  the  Boats,  as  it  is  impossible  to  reach  them  there 
for  educational  purposes  except  of  the  most  intermittent  and  frag¬ 
mentary  kind.  The  number  of  women  and  children  in  the  Boats 
during  the  past  year  exhibits  a  slight  diminution  as  compared  with 
the  previous  one,  the  figures  reading  as  follows  : — 1895,  180  boats  : 
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Men  251,  women  145,  children,  212.  1896,  179  boats  :  Men,  256, 

women  132,  children,  172. 

3.  Any  Infringements  of  the  Acts  and  Regulations 

WITH  RESPECT  TO 

(«)  All  Boats  inspected  have  been  duly  registered. 

(b)  No  notification  of  change  of  master. 

(c)  No  case  of  absence  of  Certificate  has  occurred. 

(i d )  Marking  not  contained  in  the  Instruction  Book. 

(e)  No  case  of  serious  overcrowding  met  with,  but  in  one 
instance  a  slight  contravention  was  met  with  in  which  a  young  per¬ 
son  more  than  allowed  was  discovered,  but  only  for  a  fortnight, 
during  the  renovation  of  their  own  boat ;  and  having  verified  the 
statement  of  the  occupants  by  a  visit  to  Saltley  to  the  office  of  the 
owners,  and  as  there  was  no  improper  intermixing  of  the  sexes,  I 
did  not  deem  it  a  case  to  follow  up  by  prosecution. 

(/)  The  separation  of  the  sexes  has  been  properly  observed  in 
accordance  with  the  Regulations  of  the  Certificates. 

(g)  The  general  cleanliness  of  the  Boats  is  very  satisfactory, 
and  most  of  the  Cabins  are  clean  and  neat  in  appearance. 

(h)  Care  is  taken  not  to  allow  the  accumulation  of  bilge  water. 

(i)  Every  boat  has  been  properly  provided  with  suitable  water 
vessel. 

(k)  No  case  of  infectious  disease  to  report,  but  during  the  pre¬ 
valence  of  Smallpox  at  Gloucester  early  in  the  year,  a  Boat  from 
Gloucester  came  just  within  the  Borough  for  a  few  hours  with  a 
child  ill  on  board,  and  on  returning  through  Birmingham  it  was 
discovered  that  the  child  was  suffering  from  the  disease,  and  died 
there.  I  was  especially  careful  in  my  inspection  of  all  Boats  from 
the  Gloucester  direction  during  the  prevalence  of  the  disease. 

(/)  The  Inspector  has  never  been  refused  admittance,  and  has 
received  every  assistance  from  the  Boat  people. 

4.  No  legal  proceedings  necessary. 

5.  No  necessity  has  arisen. 

6.  No  case  met  with. 

7.  No  case  requiring  it. 

8.  Not  a  registration  office. 

9.  See  answer  to  No.  8.
